You have just picked up the first issue of questions and answers 
I’m your humble narrator Mad Mitch. 

Whenever I was younger I did a zine I’m not going to say the name of it because it 
was terrible. Years have passed since I did my first zine now I’ve honed and 
developed my writing skills and I learned howto edit 
What this zine is all about as if you couldn’t tell from the cover it’s a tribute to the 
skinhead way of life and Oi music in general. 

The title is taken from a Sham69 song who I feel today are still one of the most 
important bands. Every oi band and streetpunk bands and skinhead rocknroll 
bands are standing in the footsteps and the ground thatSham69 help to establish. 
Out of all of the 77 punk bands in England they were the first to have a a large 
skinhead following. Plain and simple one of the founding farthers of oi. 

For historical purposes I’ve included a reprint of an interview with Sham in their 
hay day the interview was done in 79 but wasn’t printed until almost 10 years later 
it was taken from an old issue of Flipside. You’ll also find an intenriew with one of 
my favorite American hands Patriot It is also a reprint taken from United Front#5 it 
was either published in 1994 or1995. You’ll also find a huge rant callled “Violence 
in Our Minds’’ yes I know it’s the title of a Last Resort song but I thought it was 
rather fitting. The first part of the rant is about a situation while I was living in 
Kansas City and what can happen when you make idle threats you aren’t willing to 
back up it's sort of the teenage violence and drama type of thing that goes on when 
you are young.The second half is about what happened when I moved back to my 
hometown of Warrensburg,MO.It’s about the persecution a skinhead faces and 
how in my case it turned violent when others tried to pick fights and start shit with 
me over it 

So much of our brand of violence in the media is so often written off as “mindless” 
but this rant serves to show that a lot of it is simply things like standing up for our 
selves, standing up for our friends and in some cases outright self-defense. 

With that said I’d like to go with what you sill not find in this zine. 

YOU WILL NOT find any Ska reviews or anything to do with scooter rallies in this 
zine. Ska had it’s place in the skinhead scene and that place is the past I love the 
old bands like Bad Manners and Madness and the Specials but it was in the past, 
most third wave Ska sucks and has always sucked the last decent ska band I heard 
anything decent from or saw put on a good live show was Inspector and that was 
about two years ago. Further more what this zine is about and what I’m trying to do 
this zine is going to be kept as non-political as possible. 

I feel the need to go into this in some detail about where I stand since there has 




been so many rumors and slander and outright lies spread about what I believe in 
politically. When I say non-political I mean yes I do have political beliefs but I will 
try and leave them out of this zine. Yes if motivated to write about something of a 
political nature I will speak my mind but those articles will be few and far between 
nor is that my goal with this zine I could give a damn what someone else’s beliefs 
are who reads this.But to clear things up I will put my beliefs on the table for the 
firstlast and only time!! 

I am a patriotic consenrath/e you could even go so far as to call me right-wing. 

That dosen’t mean ITn some rabid Rush Umbaugh fan nor does it make me some 
Archie Bunker bigot either. 

Nor do I support the Republicans or any other political party I feel that neither the 
Republican nor the Democrat party really represents a voice for the working class. 
But to get onto my views basic American views and values. 

I’m pro-working class pro American, pro-military I think after the events of 
Septemberllth a military presence and national defense both at home and 
overseas is now more important than ever,I’m pro-capital punishment and anit- 
welfare. 

I would not call myself bigoted In the past and present I’ve had friends and 
acquaintances who didn’t share the same views that I hold. 

And I enjoy civil debate of differing and even opposing views. 

Notice I said civil debate not arguments to argue over political views is pointless. 

If someone has faith in what they believe chances are you cant change them. 

Also what I despise is when instead of being mature when speaking or debating to 
simply say that someone is “stupid” or “wrong” because they hold a different point 
of view,that’s childish. 

Even among people who think along the same lines you are going to find those who 
disagree. I feel the biggest factor in the forming and shaping of opinions are both 
experiences and environments. And since we’ve all grown up and lived in different 
environments and all had different experiences we are all going to have different 
opinions. The ideas that are dearest to my heart are those of freedom and liberty. 
Fuck anybody on the left or right who wants to tell others what they can and can 
not think and how to live. Freedom of speech is not just extended towards those 
that you agree with but freedom of speech is for all. I accept that even those 
who’s views I despise have the right to speak their minds. 

And it’s the constitution the 1 st amendment and freedom of speech and all other 
freedoms enjoyed within America that make this the greatest nation on the face of 
the earth and with that I give you the first issue of Questionsa Answers

Donny the Punk 


This Interview (Dec. 1979) was the 
best I ever did. It was done for 
Punk Magazine, which went 
bankrupt before I could get It 
printed. It Is edited down from a 3 
day, In depth Interview, mostly 
A/lth lead singer Jimmy Pursey, 
surely one of the most 
charismatic band leaders ever to 
ippear on the punk scene. It Is 
no secret that Sham 69 Is my 
avorite band, not the least 
aecause Jimmy Pursey not only 
icld my enormous respect, but 
vas a warm, honest, very real 
)erson to hang out with. 

Sham 69’s reputation, already 
ormidable in their heyday of the 
ito 70s, has only grown and 
>ocome more mythical or 
ngendary over the years. Skins 



and tho Oi! fans took Sham as a fountainhead 
of their traditions; punx as one of tho greatest 
punk bands England ever saw. Formed In 
October 1975, Sham released four LP’s fTell 
IJs The Truth" in 1978, punks only opera 
’That's Life", in November of that year; 
’’Horsham Boys” In 1979 and ’The Game” in 
1980) before breaking up, mainly because 
violonce at their gigs was keeping them from 
playing. A live LP was subsequently released 
in the UK. After a long period of dormancy, 
during which Jimmy Pursoy produced and 
othorwiso assisted such notable young bands 
as the Angelic Upstarts while bassist Dave 
Treganna played with Lords of the New 
Church, the band reformed In 1987 and has 
played rocontly in England. • 

This interview Is remarkable not only for 
tho portrait it gives of Jimmy Pursey and his 
band, but for Jimmy's well-informed thoughts 
on skinheads, punk rock, tho othor bands of 
his day like the Pistols, the American scene, 
and in general the whole background of 
English punk rock in its classic period. 

Other members of Sham 69 were Dave 
Parson on guitar, Mark Cain and later an 
An>orican Ricky Goldstein, on drums, while 
Alble Maskell was the original bass player. 
Sham 69 can also be seen in the film H DOA”. 

Donny: Most of our readership won’t bo too 
familiar with your background or what you’ve 
been doing with Sham, or what is going on in 
England. 

Jimmy: ...I was born in a samil town, in 
Hersham, and I was brought up on a small 
farm. From there my mom and dad bought a 
really small house, like one bedroom and ail 


that. Then I started going to school- got 
expelled from school, then I went .on and had 
40 jobs, 47 jdfcis].; ;«: l U , V] \tf ;) , t. 
Donny: How old' wore y<iv when you left 
school? 

Jimmy: I was 14 and a hart, f had to wait a 
little while to get my taxes through so I could 
go to work. So I worked for about 5 quid a 
week, which is about 10dottan? a weok. And... 
we usod to go to a darlco hall, sort of like a 
kttte dub, you know?; We used to hang 
around with tho boys «fr>d have a laugh and 
ail that. One night I was ptesed out of my 
head and they asked rr^elo go up on stage 
and sing. So I got up On stage and started 
fucking miming Mick Jagger end went cut of 
my fucking brains. The Nokeuhat ran the 
place said would youfdO^tbat every night, 
every Saturday night?'.' I thought he was 
mucking about, you know7 So I did it for a 
couple of timos, I really got interested in doing 
It. I got interested because \ wasn't really 
Interested in music at the time, just to dance 
to, not Interested In music to listen to. So I 
started getting into music then, and I got into 
bands like tho Small Faces, my mate used to 
like heavy metal bands And I thought it was a 
real load of shit. I still think It’s a load of shit. 
Most of It, you know? Later j>n I formed a 
band called Sham 69. . W 

Donny: When was that?.* 

Jimmy: That was late 75/ about. About 
October or something like that. We used to 
rehearse In the barn, and It was really fucking 
cold. It was this big old barn In the middle of a 
field. Used used to have 4 little fucking electric 
heaters on In there and great coats, and we 
use to rehearse... We were more R&B at the 
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time, like rock and roll R&B, but we couldn’t 
tucking play. The drummer was fucking 
terrible, the bassist didn’t hardly know any 
notes, the guitarist was the only one that knew 
any music. He used to teach us but all he 
knew was rock and roll standards, like Chuck 
Berry or something like that We used to gate 
crash gigs, we used to turn up at gigs and say 
we were the support band or something- 
we’d say EMI sent us down. So we’d do these 
gigs, and I started getting pissed at playing 
"Roll Over Beethoven" all the time, I wanted to 
start writing my own stuff. The others weren t 
into it. So, I got out of that for a little while. I 
met Dave, and we decided to carry on Sham 
69. We found a drummer, we had the same 
bass player, which was Alby. Then we 
crashed a small gig at Gilford, and It went 
over good, so we decided to go and play in 
London. We played London In early 1977, and 
we went down really well. The manager of the 
place asked us to come back. This was at the 
Roxy, no it was... we were bottom of the bill... 
not the Undercut., we played the Undercut tag 
early 1976... We were bottom of the bill of 4 
bands and We blow the bands off the stage, 
we knew, then it was gonna be good. We 
fouftd ,tt realty hard to be accepted In the. 
beginning because we were like anti-fashion, 
we still are. We’re pretty much anti the fashion 
aide bf punk^iWe're more into the meaning of., 
'IfShd the aggression In the music, pta\’- 
rock‘«nd roa. But we started getting 
, mesaage acroa? to people because we didn’t/ 
have an image to follow. People couldnt go 
away from u$ to drees, up like they did for the 
Clash and the Pistols ahd them groups. In the 
late part of 77 peopte started saying, Ah 
Sham 69 , anybody can go see Sham 69, it 
doesn't matter what you .wear, who you are", 
so we started getting aR ^different types. Well In 
a press Interview once they 
was a skinhead. I

Donny: At this point we should explain 
"skinheads" to tho American audience .. K 
Jimmy: Well, skinheads wore what dame after 
Mods in tho oarly 70s, ’68, ‘69. In ’64, ’65 you 
had tho Mods, in ’67 there was a big lapse of 
anything going on, It was like the hippies, 67, 
’66. Then in *60 there was Wee a ropurcussion 
in socioty vvhere WO didn't want fucking peace 
and to^# 1 yrm^fWtrhave some of this. 
The In and people 

started danS%"1p4^gae music and really 
like heavy pop muato, like Bowie and Slade 
and that type of groups. Anyway, that was tho 
first generation, and I was in that generation. 
A lot of these kids weren't old enough to 
remember that, but they wanted to do the 
exact same thing again- like the Mod thing of 
today. The kids are trying to do what the 
Mods did in their day. Like fucking clones, 
they’re not trying to go forwards, they’re trying 
to go backwards. Well I started telling tho kids 
I didn’t like what they were doing because 
they were becoming clones of what had come 
before us- so they started getting aggressive 
and there were hots at the gigs. But they were 
ultimately Into Sham 69, there was no other 
band for them. That was their band. It was like 
the Mafia, they thought they owned us. 
Wherever we went, If anybody else came 
along, It was like "Get outr. They' used to 
fucking smash them. We got a bad pame, we 
got a really bad name, cause every gig was 
like a wreck, there was a hot 


Donny: With skinheads... ; ,- 

Jimmy; Yeah, and punks as well, the heavy 
punks because we had the political punks as 
well, all the working class kids used to come 
and see us- real gut level working class... 
Because the fashion side, the "punk elite” as 
they used to call It, they didn’t want to know 
about It. They were scared, they didn’t go to a 
Sham 69 gig. We had this real working class 
tag around our necks, so it was unfashionable 
to go see us because we were working class. 
People started to drop away from going to see 
us because of the violence and because we 
were unfashionable to go see. Fashionable 
bands with images continued to go on 
shining. But we became a very popular band 
also, because the records we were making 
were the best records. We had three top iO 
hits and even the Pistols never even haiOT 
had three top 10 hits, they were ^ 

number one but we were regularly gotting mto 

the top 10. Ll'JL'X w- 

Donny: Dave, t don’t know much about you, 
What band were you in before Sham? 

Dave: I was.in * 'bahdjcalled Babatoui*|a 
band which Jim has novii signed to his label, ? 
This 1 was about 2 or : 3 ?year$>back and 
were playing with Sham. I really liked the 
band and Jini and i started becoming friends 
at that time. 


the carpet because people wore so blind to 
see that H you didn’t lick a few peoples . 
assholes, you weren’t going to get played. So 
1 went out of my way to say "Yes sir, No Sir 
so that I could keep something alive that 
would have died If I hadn’t done what I had 
did. So I was always tongue in cheek with a - 
Cheshire Smile, smiling and going ’’You 
fucking cunts..." I want personally to have my 
own record company, which I have now, but I 
haven’t got power yet, that I will one day I 
hope. And I’ll say, now you will hear .some 
rock and roll, some kids saying what they 
want to say... You can’t do anything unless 
you have the capital, or if you have the kids to 
do it. You can’t have the kids unless ybii t have 
the capital td % help the kids get Wi thetroad 
and to the gigs. My ultimate dream ^ that 
everything that own In rock put 

back into rock and roll so that tte kids can 
come out of that to do exactly the SfiWTW thing 
that I did. I said on the radio thatt didn't 
, personally iwant to come to America- first 
because I didn’t honestly think that what 
Sham were doing had - any relativity tolwhat 
’ the American kids are atl about Tl^ second 
thing was :t didn’t realty need> corpe ow 

here to tour alt otar the country and make 
toads and loads of money, Personalty i don’t, 
need to do that because personally everything

In them days, 
everything we did, we went "Fuck me, that’s 
great" because when we werejn.our other 
bands we were’playing bthef peoples records.

Donny: Of them throe records, only one was 
really available in tho United States. 

Jimmy: Yeah. Well ’Tell Us The Truth” is very 
short, but very meaningful in what It says, 
what It says is that ’Through the corners of my 
eyes, I can see thorn passorsby, looking at 
me, but not talking to me, not wanting me to 
know the truth" then it goes "tell us the truth, 
don’t let us down, you’re a fool If you do". It’s 
like don’t let the children know that brains will 
mature and they will want to find out things. 
Wo want kids to find out things. So the more 
we get to know, the more we put into our 
songs. We never let our manager say "Don't 
say that or you won’t sell many records". We 
say, you do the fucking business side, we do 
the writing side. 

Donny: What about the record company? 
Jimmy: Well if you want to sell records you've 
got to got it listened too, people might think 
that moans you don’t believe in what you’re 
saying, but it does. If you want It to come 
across, you’ve got to compromise to make 
sure everybody hears what you’re doing. 
You’ve got fucking 60 radio stations here, In 
England we’ve got three. If you’re not played 
on the radio, that is It. Punk was swept under 


every house thoro's a kid with a guitar saying 
”1 want to be a rock and roll star”. It’s the only 
way out of tho factory. The only way out. 

Donny: Do you listen to any of the American 
punk bands? 

Jimmy: I think that the Ramones are the only 
punk rock band In the world. I think the Sex 
Pistols were the greatest robel rock and roil 
band of all time, without a shadow of doubt 
Even if It was a load of bullshit, which it was, 
right? It was and it wasn’t, it was half and half. 
They wore still a force- that’s the most 
important thing. If you said to your mom and 
dad ’The Sex Pistols", thoy said "Ughhhllf 
And like the Ramones were the starters of tots 
of the punk bands in England. They went 
"Fucking hell look... da da da da, If they can 
do that then we can do that”. They were like a 
legend. Early Sham, "I Don’t Wanna" Is like 
what we got from the Ramones. Real 80 mite 
an hour stuff. I used to like the Flamin’ 
Groovies a tot but I don’t now. The Ramones 
started the ball rolling. 

Now that I’m over here in America, I want 
to do the best I can for the kids In this 
country. I’ll be quite honest with you, I want to 
make money here, I don’t want to run at a 































loss. But the money I make will go back Into 
rock and roll. 

Donny: How will you do that? 

Jimmy: What you do is this. Back In Enqland 
I ve produced 6 bands, none of them would 
have ever gotten a deal, right? I fucking got 
them a deal on Warner Brothers, EMI, and 
Polydor. All from my own money. I made their 
demos for them, I've paid for the demos I've 
paid for the studios. (Cockney Rejects’ tho 
Angelic Upstarts etc.). If I do make money in 
this country, I promise you now, I will help 
some rock and roll bands in this country. 
Donny: Is this your first time over here? 

^mmy: Yeah, first time to New York. I didn't 
know what to make of it. It's like the old Flash 
Gordon lilms we used to see back home with 
the skyscrapers. I mean I'm a real dreamer 
and a romancer. But I love being like that 
because I love to wake up everyday and live 
m a movie, because I believe that this is the 
movie and what we see on the movie screen 
is reality. I believe you can be anybody you 
want, any day of the week. It's a game. 

. ucking life is a game, and if you don't win the 
game, you are out of the game. So you've got 
to keep playing, and enjoy the fucking game 
cause you're born today, and you live for 
today. Fuck the futuro. Today Is the future 
.low is gone,' now is gone, now is gone and 
"O on. Anything can happen tonight, I could 
go to the gig tonight and they can say wo 
•vore shit, they could say wo woio tho groatest

Donnyt Where did the name come from 
Jimmy: "Sham 69" came from a wall, it was^

Donny: "Hersham Boys” talks about this 
cowboy Image. Is it like that? 

Jimmy: It's a fucking hillbilly town. It's just 
hundreds of pubs, like little saloon bars It's 
just out of London, so it’s hatf cockney and 
half country. That’s why they call us the 
Cockney Cowboys”. 

Donny: Americans immediatly associate that 
with an American image the cowboy 
Jimmy: it's like Robin Hood, the outlaw side

The car slows down it’s 1:00 am and I’m walking down one of the dirtiest avenues 
in one of the most run down neighborhoods in the city I had put in a little bit of 
overtime at work so the buses have stopped running it’s a Sunday night so there is 
next to no activity on the streets,then a familiar car slows down and rolls to a stop 
“Hey Mitch You need a ride” it was my former roommate he had a huge smirk on his 
face,I had moved out of his house about a month prior and a rivalry had surfaced. 

I then turn around seeing who it is and I feel that familiar flash of anger come all 
over my body I’m ready to fighLThen I snap at him “Hey man,what’s this deal with 
this fucking body bag shit” “I said that to show I’m not afraid of you” was his reply I 
then call him on his statement “why don’t you get out of the car” then he says 
something along the lines of I’d better watch my ass and sleep light or something 
ridiculous along those lines,l knew he was bluffing. 

Here but let me back up and give some background to how we got to this point and 
the even more drastic action that would come afterward. 


Eric was my roommate when I first moved to Kansas City he used to play guitar in a 
band called Tanka Ray and that’s how we got to know each other.His mom had 
moved away and left him with this awesome house,it was up for sell but it was in 
one of the worst neighborhoods in the city,so it didn’t sell he was just living there. 
So I wanted to move out of my moms house in my hometown of Warrensburg. 

I had talked to him about moving in,he said ok and in the fall of 1999 a week after I 
tunred 191 moved in with him. At first for about a month only we got along. 


We were kind of like the skinhead odd couple every thing from political views to 
musical taste we seemed to disagree and even argue. 

I make no bones about it I am conservative to the bone,aniMberal and anti-left 








wing. 

And Eric considered him self neither a conservative or liberal but he would 
constantly go on about revolution most of his theories weren’t even consistent 
with each other. I mean he was talking about wanting to run for president and 
trying to change the educational system just stuff that I thought was absurd. 

I remember once we got into a discussion after the WTO riots had happened he 
tried to paint the picture that the WTO riots were right and a true movement of the 
working classfl called bullshit on that) my reaction was thatthat was not the case 
it was a move of the far left anti-american extremists,true working class men and 
women were not out in the streets with a bunchinarchists and communist 
scum,they were at their jobs working,anyway the far left has always historically 
been the domain of well to do upper middle class types who can afford to play 
pseudo revolution. 

Even dating back to the 60s and the days of Vietnam it was college students 
burning the American flag and holding silly little marches,while the sons of 
construction workers and farmers went off to a foreign land to fight and die. 

Oh and the musical taste,and I don’t know if that’s even an issue well when you are 
living with someone it does become an issue. 

Everyone has their own preference but I’ll never forget the time I walked 
downstairs one morning upon hearing this strange piano music along with this 
odd sounding female voice,! then ask “what the fuck is this’’ he then responds 
rather smugly “it’s Fiona Apple’’ like I said everyone has their own musical taste 
and preference,but how many self-respecting skinheads listen to Fiona Apple. 

Things weren’t really working out for us he had asked me to move out giving me 
about a week in advance notice to move out. 

Weil he had kicked me outand it was somewhat stressful I found an apartment for 
rent on the day he said I had to be out I was glad to be a way from him, his holier 
than though attitude,his political lectures,his shitty musical taste. He wasn’t much 
for going out to shows anymore so there really wasn’t much chance of us running 
into each other,! wasn’t really that pissed off at him I was going to go my way and 
he was going to go his,I didn’t hate the guy but I did regard him as little more than a 
joke after living with him.Then all of a sudden one day I start see all of these 
insane absurd threats to me on the fucking internet 





I mean just crazy stuff,he was going on with he was going to kill me 
send me back to my hometown in a bodybag. 

That if he ever found out where I was living he would break into my house. 

And insults he even went as far as to call me “a Skrewdriver worshping neo-nazi”. 
Irony of all ironies I’m not exactly an “aryan” and while I was living with him he 
taped off two of my Skrewdriver CDs. 

The straw that broke the camels back was being told by a guy that would hang out 
with him told me at a Business show, that Eric had plans to shoot me with a BB gun. 
What the hell,shoot me with a BB gun fuck why don’t you just use a sling shotuse a 
real gun if you’ve got plans to shoot me I was raised that if you are going to do 
something do it rightand do it all the way. All of this because I accidently had 
taken his canopener.But there was more of my stuff left at his house that he kept 
including,my couch,a computer desk and towels but I didn’t care about thatnor did 
anybody bring it up at the time. 

So I knew Eric pretty well he wasn’t very violent and that’s why all of this came to 
me as a shockjiad he finally snaped or was this just shit talking and bluffing. 

While living with him once we had gotten into a discussion about violence and 
fighting. 

He admitted that he hadn’t been in a fight since he was 141 found that a little odd 
for a skinhead. 

He also went as far to say that anyone who resorts to violence other than self 
defense is of lesser intelligence. 

Dnce again I found this to be in direct contradiction with what I view as the 
skinhead philosophy. To me justified skinhead violence most of the time isn’t a 
display of ’lesser intelligence’’ it’s a case of pride. 

The skinhead caries a strong sense of pride and self worth so in a lot of cases 
where the average person would walk away or turn the other cheek the skinhead 
will stand up and fight. 

Hell Eric at times put me down for my violenunacho nature and ways,but I stood 
up and kicked a guys ass once in his defense. 

A new club called El Torreon had opened up in Kansas City at the time. 

Eric and I had been at both of the first two shows there. 

The second show is were the fight broke out at all local bands were on the bill and 




so were three of the best local bands in KC at the time Main Street Saints,Kansas 
City’s first and only Oi band and my main reason for going to the show. 

Sister Mary Rotten Crotch,really raw punk rock who play on the the whole naughty 
Catholic school girl image. And Cretin66,this was the band that Eric was most into 
at the time,they do the whole garage punknroll type of thing if you are into bands 
like Electric Frankenstein or the Candy Snatchers you would probably like them. 
There were three or four other bands on the bill but they were so shitty I cant even 
remember their names.Well the Main Street Saints were about the third band on 
and followed by SMRC and I remember Cretin66 was the last band on stage. 

It was one of the most diverse crowds I’ve ever seen you had skins there,you had 
punk rockers,you had long hairs. It was a real mixed bag and it was the biggest 
turn outlVe seen for just local bands. 

I noticed something happening while Sister Mary Rotten Crotch were playing this 
mohawk punk in a flannel kept on repeatedly bumping into slaming into Eric I 
guess he was trying to start a pit going,you could tell he was somewhat drunk. 

The only sort of pit activity moshing slaming whatever you chose to call it was 
going on when ever Main Street Saints were onstage. Like I said this guy kept on 
bumping into Eric and while SMRC was on stage I guess he just sort of brushed it 
off. Rut while Cretin66 were on stage this guy kept on doing it more and next thing 
you know Eric and this drunk punk are rolling around on the floor. 

What happens next I dubbed Mad Mitch Crown VS the Mexican Mohawk 
Motherf ucker.l run from the midcenter back of the club to up front where this is 
going on.l punch this guy in the head once and then he hits the floor I then send 
serval kicks into his ribs via the steelcapped gripf ast brouges I uesd to wear at the 
time. 

The fight or I should say assault was broken up he was picked up off the ground by 
three other guys and left probably not totally sure of what just happened. 

Some long haired guy in a Cretin66 shirt than comes up to me and says “what did 
you do that for” I then say “he was fucking with one of my friends” 

Even though me and Eric really didn’t hang out that much anymore,and our 
friendship seemed to be hanging by a thread,! was still thankful for him giving me 
a place to stay in KCII did pay 200 dollars a month rent) and the few good times we 
had,and I believe in the almost forgotten view that skinheads should stick 
together even if they have differences between them. 


Well all that had passed and like I said I would read everyday these insane death 




threats to me on line.l think the internet in general has done more harm than good 
95% of the so called skinhead wehsites that are up are about as queer as a three 
dollar bill. And there is way to much shit talk that most of the shit-talkers can’t and 
won’t live up to,some skinny 90 pound nerd who’s never been in or won a fight , 
via message boards and chat rooms becomes a fucking hard ass. 

It gives the powerless a sense of power,online shit talkers can grow an extra set 
of balls with their words because none of it is,said face to face they can dodge 
responsibility for what they’ve said and avoid the physical reaction from who 
they’ve said it to,don’t talk shit online kids. 

After all these threats and one night of him following me home from work yet not 
doing anything. I knew right then and there after that he was bluffing,if he was 
really serious about any of his threats he would have gotten out of the car instead 
of following me around for about 30 minutes making himself look silly. 

He admitted he wasn’t serious when he said “I said those things to show I’m not 
afraid of you” he wasn’t serious he was just playing mind games. 

But I was going to show that I was serious and I wasn’t playing a game. 

What I did in reaction to this is one of the boldest things I’ve ever done. 

I was so pissed off with what Eric had stirred up and I knew the only way to get him 
was to go right to his house. 

I knew exactly what time he would get off work,so I decided I was going to walk to 
his house and fight him there. 

I get there knock on the door,he opens it still in his work clothes and says “Hey 
man what’s up” I then said “I think you know what’s up why don’t you step out here” 
He then flashed that smug annoying smirk and says “why” just seeing that smirk 
was enough to get me even more pissed off than I already was. 

“Oh I think you know why,why don’t you step outside” 

“Why,I don’t have a problem with you” could of fooled me just a couple weeks prior 
this guy had followed me home from work and made death threats to me on line 
iuow he’s saying he doesn’t have a problem with me. 

He is not responding to my attempts to call him out so in order to maybe piss him 
off to where he’ll get mad enough to fight me I spit in his face. 

The only reaction he has to this is to say “mother fucker” and turn his back and 
shut the door.l then think oh fuck he isn’t going to fight me he is probably going 
inside to call the cops,or maybe he’s going to get his BB gun. 

So I start to walk away I get to his driveway and he comes out into his front yard 
tapping a pack of cigarettes and saying “let’s talk about this”. 




The time for talk is over its his talking extreme absurd shit that has caused this 
situation I keep on repeating “why don’t you step down here” 

“You’re not going to do anything,neither of us are dumb enough to go to jail over 
this' JUi that’s what he is saying now trying to backpedal,behind my back he called 
me stupid now face to face he is singing a different tune. 

He once again says you aren’t going to do anything I then look up at him standing 
in his yard and say “Oh yeah” I then grab his leg and drag him onto the pavement of 
the driveway and begin my assault 

Of course I start off by kicking him once he’s on the ground,he then once again 
says motherfucker and gets up and we are grappling and rolling around both of 
our grips on each other come loose and we are standing up facing each other. 

Eric then says with a sigh “are you done” I then say “yeah I’m done” then I pull back 
and start to punch him in his face.With in the entire span of the fight he did not 
land a single hit on me,we now have an audience of little kids across the street 
watching I’m looking to end this and show him don’t fuck with me and sort of put 
things over the top I pick up a large rock in his driveway it’s huge it’s like the ones 
people use in the garden for decoration it’s about the size of two babies heads put 
together I hit him in the head with it he busts open and blood is pouring out of his 
head. 

The fight is broken up I figure I need to get out this area because the cops will be 
there soon.lt was funny he was standing there with this headwound with blood 
profusely pouring out of his head,a bloody spot under his nose and ear,his shirt 
ripped open and his glasses lie broken in his driveway and he is still talking shit 
“I’m gona come for you,you are going to wind up dead ”.l kind of smile and walk off. 

I never got caught for this and it was about a 30 to 45 minute walk from his house 
back to my apartment and I couldn’t catch a bus so I had to keep moving I didn’t 
want to just stop and wait that would’ve increased my chances of being caught 
At one point a couple of squad cars roll past and don’t even stop for me when I’Ve 
got blood all over my flight jacket 

There is a little epilogue to this whole story a few months down the road Eric was 
no longer a skinhead he grew'is hair out and started wearing baggy hip-hop style 
clothes,! think this beating might have been a small factor in this. 

Irony of all ironies before I left Kansas City Eric and I were able to reconcile things 
and hang out a couple of times. 

But I think this serves as a little bit off a lesson that it’s not wise to talk shit on the 




internet it’s all fun and games until someone gets their head cracked open with a 
huge rock. 

During the follwoing winter I was evicted from my apartmenuertin situtions 
in my life were spiraling out of controLSo due to circumstances I moved back to 
my home town of Warrensburg,MO. 

You might not have heard of itthere is a reason why it’s a fucking shithole. 

It’s a small college town located about forty miles east of Kansas City. 


It’s a very boring place, a lot of people who have never been here but are familiar 
with the location think it’s a hick town but really it’s not it’s a college town the 
majority of the people I deal with are the college students some of them are 
alright and some of them suck,but isn’t that the way it is with just about any group 
of people. 

It’s not a place that I really fit in, the number of skinheads that have came out this 
town I can pretty much count all on my right hand that’s including myself. 

Most of the night life down here is a frat boy type of thing not the type of thing, I 
fit into so one aspect of my life is changed I’ve become even more of an 
introvert 

A lot of aspects of my life and myself have changed like I said I don’t fit here so I 
spent a lot of times just by my self reading, listening to music,working etc.etc. 
Other personal aspects and the way I view things and operate has changed also. 

I’ll admit whenever I was a teenager a lot of the things I did that involved 
violence were reckless and in some cases flat out stupid. 

With age in my case also brought wisdom learning the difference between 
justified violence and unjustified violence. 

The philosophy I hold now is pretty much when I go out I’m not looking for trouble 
but if it finds me I’m not going to run away or hide from it 

Dont get me wrong I haven’t “mellowed out man” I still like to fightl still get a huge 
adrenaline rush from it But now I know when it’s rightand I can strike with 
everything I’ve got 

When ever I was 191 thought that I was hard and tough and yes I did fight and get 





violent on certain situations but there were also other situations when I should 
have fought and I didn’t,! hadn’t fully been put through the fire yet 
And to think that when I was fully put through itit would happen not in a big city but 
in the small town I was raised in. 

Being put through that fire and coming out the othei side ilive and intact with 
more than a few battle scars to show for it gives you a sense of strength and pride 
that feels little more than ultimate,and that’s what this part of my little story is 
about 


The Crucified skin is a symbol of persecution, within in our scene some guys have 
it tattooed on them,back piece or chest piece seem to be the most common I have 
it tattooed on my inside right forarm. In my opinion it also represents someone’s 
dedication to the lifestyle when someone gets a crucified skin inked somewhere 
on their body in most cases their dedication is for life. 

I thought I got a taste of the persecution for being a skinhead when I was younger 
more like harassmentand misunderstanding the full on persecution didn’t 
happen until I moved back to' my hometown 
Every skinhead sooner or latter will have to face this situation,that of a total 
stranger wanting to fight you or it could be a group of strangers. 

Some of you skins even younger than me in your teens probably haven’t really 
faced this situation yet or often but trust me it will come,and I’m sure you guys 
from the old school reading this have a shitload of stories about this type of thing. 
Most of these times when a situation like this arises you won’t be out in a crew 
with your boys most of the time it will happen when you are alone. 

Walking home by yourself,or in a bar,most of the time the odds and numbers 
will not be on your side,let’s face it most people aren’t stupid enough to fuck with 
us when we are in a group together. 

Like I’ve stated earlier in my home town I don’t hang out or go out very much I feel 
there is not a place for me a niche or people I fit in and relate to so I don’t go out 
very much except once in a blue moon. 

Well one day back in June my payday and one of my days off fell on the same day. 
So I’m getting very very bored I decided to take a stroll down to one of the local 
bars around here. It was on a Monday night so there wasn’t a lot of people in the 






bar so I’m content to drink my beer and keep to myself,a couple of hours pass and 
I’m good and drunk and this guy I know who he is but I don’t really know him. 

He’s a local blues musician,a white blues musician named Billy-Bill,and as soon 
he enters the bar and after only a couple of minutes after he says hello to me he 
begins yelling at me and trying to pick a fight with me,maybe I should back up here 
a friend of mine beat him up in Kansas City once,so let me shed some light on that. 


Once a couple of years ago or so my girlfriend at the time and I were at the old II 
Torreon at a Sister Mary Botten Crotch showJlnd I had noticed this huge young 
skinhead in a Templars shirthe was hanging out with this girl that I knew at the 
time so I went up and introduced my self,his name was Gabe. 

He had moved to the Kansas City area from Oklahoma we became friends almost 
instantly.and we started hanging out a lot 

We had certain things in common we both had somewhat troubled upbringings 
musically we had a little bit more in common than some of the others I remember 
once when hanging out in my apartment he was looking through my CBs and upon 
seeing my Condemned84 CBs he had remarked that I was the first person he had 
met in this area that was into them. 

While others around our age were sinhtlv confused and saw skinhead just for the 
iusic,he and I saw it as an actual lifestyle and culture. 

Oh yeah and out of the omau group oi guis wc useu to run with he and I were the 
biggest and the most aggro about things. 

I stand 6'2 and back then used to / ^ ie 220 lbs he stood 6’5 and was something 
like 240 or 250 pounds and he wi; l ;j18. 

When just he and would go out ju A by ourselves,with none of the other guys to sort 
of anchor us we would almost always get into some kind of trouble. 

Ranging from arguments with other people over my skinhead “pride without 
prejudice” shirt 

to being arrested together. Gabe was the type of a guy who didn’t take any shit he 
got himself banned from a bar once when some jock type guy called him a nazi so 
Gabe delivered an open handed smack to his face. 

One night In Kansas City in the Westport area Gabe beat up this Billy-Bill guy. 





_ Westport is like the entertainment district in Kansas City come summer 
time the Westport area is packed wall to wall people the majority of them are 
trendy suburban types who came to dance at the fucking disco techno bullshit 
clubs but you can find a couple of bars where skins hang out at 
Well anyway closing time in Westport is 3:00 am,and it was around closing time 
that the incident between Billy and Gabe. 

How I wasn’t there I had heard the whole story second hand from my friend Gabe 
and I don’t think he had any reason to lie. 

Well here is how it went down according to him he and two other older guys are 
walking out of this bar called Buzzard Beach. 

He sees a man he doesn’t know chasing a woman with a microphone in his hand 
getting ready to strike her with it He sees what’s going on and simply asks the man 
what his deal' is.His reaply to Gabe is something a long the lines of “get out of 
here before I kick your ass too’’ big mistake,Gabe knocked him down with one 
punch then stomped him bloody. The police didn’t see any of it and Billy wasn’t 
going to press charges so that right there should have been the end of it 

Well about a year after this incident has passed and I’m sitting at a local bar in my 
hometown of Warrensburg and old Billy walks in And starts talking about what 
happened to him in Kansas City. He is obviously drunk and he starts going about 
“Grant Elliot was fucking my old lady,so he had a hit set up on me. 

You might be scratching your head that doesn’t make any sense 
well Grant is the only other skinhead who was living in Warrensburg at the time 
he has sense moved away. Weather Grant did or didn’t have an affair with is ex-wife 
isn’t even an issue I care abouibut I doubt he did though I’ve know him for around 
six yearsAs far as a hit being set up on him that’s delusional insane shit,Grant and 
Gabe have never met and this isn’t the mafia we don’t set up hits on people in most 
cases if a skin has a problem with you he’s not going to get someone else to do the 
deed he’s going to do it himself,sure some of his boys might come a long or be 
there when the shit hits the fan but that’s beside the point 

I tell billy that Grant didn’t even know the guy who beat him up. 

He still wants to press on with his bullshit I give him several warnings to leave me 
alone but he is still pressing the issue.l finally tell him “look I had nothing to do 
with that incident but if you care to further debate about it there is a sidewalk right 






outside” “I should bust you in the mouth right now” I then tell him “go ahead and do 
it” The bartender sees what’s going on tells Billy to leave. 

Some other people in the bar come up to me and tell me that what I did was right 
and that billy is an idoiLTItan some guy comes up to me and tells me he is still 
outside and he still wants to fight me.Well I’m not one to back away from a fight so 
I put my beer down and step outside and look for him I don’t see him. 

So I walk up street and start to make my way back to my apartment then out of 
the corner of my eye I see Billy and about 3 or 4 others guys with him they are 
teenage skate rats and burnt out acid causalities not the least bit the type of 
people who would even scare me so I run towards him at full speed swinging 
punches at him he backs up so none of my punches land and his scumbag 
comrades fora sort of human barricade so I can’t get to him and all of this is 
happening in the back parking lot 

of the restaurant/pub that I work at so upon seeing that there is a fight in the 
parking lot and I am involved some of my co-workers outside trying to Calm down 
the situation,th&are just some passers by who I knew also trying to calm the 
situation. At onepoinf he starts yelling “how can you be a skinhead you’re a 
godman nigger,skinheads hate niggers” Oh yeah like this old man who is in his 
50's knows more about the way of life I’ve been living since I was a teenager. 

Well after he said that I was ready to tear his balls off,then he gets out a straight 
razor and starts yelling “I got a razor motherfucker I’ll cut you”. 

This doesn’t scare me what so ever all it does is piss me off I then shout back at 
him “come on with that shit old man ” There are about I want to say between 15 to 
20 people in this parking lot trying to keep me at bay away from him and some 
pulling on him so I can’t get to him because there are so many people in my way. 
Eventually the police show up he just pulled a razor on me and the police dont 
even frisk him,and paint the picture that he was innocent and I followed him home 
looking for a fight I’m used to this type of thing,most skinheads know that in most 
cases the police and the courts won’t take our side even when we are in the 
rightthaf s why when situations like this occur and the shit hits the fan we have to 
administer are own brand of street level Justice.l’m piss drunk I have a few choice 
words for the cops they let me go and I walk home. 

In the weeks that pass he tells everyone that I am a nazi and all of his little 
scumbag partners and they believe,I come from a mixed race background my 
mom is white and my dad is black,you have to be a fucking moron to believe that I 
am a nazi or claim white power. 





I faced Quite a few people who stood in opposition to me thinking they knew who I 
was and what I was about .It was kind of funny in Kansas City I never really faced 
this type of thing but I move back to Warresnburg and I do. 

It’s part of the small town mentality rumors and gossip run wild and people who 
have nothing going on in their lives would rather stick their nose into someone 
else’s life. It was either Winston Churchill or Abraham Lincoln who said something 
a long the lines of “A rumor is heard half way around the world before the truth is 
ever spoken” Just for the record what type of skinhead am I what do I claim well it 
should just be a skinhead is a skinhead nothing more nothing less. 

But what I claim is “non-political”,some of you might be rolling your eyes and 
thinking that’s stupid or impossible everyone has political views and beliefs; yes 
that’s true but I don’t believe in pushing my views and beliefs on anyone else. Hor 
do I think that politics should be the focal point or main focus of our way of life 
culture and scene. But to be honest what my political views are aren’t really any of 
the business of the idiots in my hometown or anyone else’s for that matter. 

This is still America and I have the right to dress how I want! listen to what I want 
and believe and think what I wantit’s sort of funny and ironic and at the same time 
sad 

I never lead a crusade against anyone for who they were or what they were about 
but a little mini-crusade was lead against me for simply who I am,it’s plain to see 
who are the ones that are really acting like fascists are. 

I called my friend Grant and told him what had happened and he had talked about 
going down to this bar Cocktails were old Billy-Bill used to play at and that Grant 
would have my back if anything broke out while we were down there. 

It was only two days after billy and I bumped heads for the first time,I get off work 
shower and head down to this bar there is some other bluesman on stage and Billy 
is just about passed out at the bar.He comes to and see’s that I’m there I think he 
looks very funny pased out there. 

I take a seat next to my friend Grant and get a drink I noticed that billy comes to 
because one of the hippie acid casualties wakes him up. 

He sees me and Grant sitting there and I guess at that point he starts to rally his 
little scumbag troops I notice the little skate rat kids file into the bar. 

Then i notice an older black man looking at both Grant and I he looks somewhat 
cautious about approaching us.He then moves towards puts his hand on my 
shoulder and says “excues me brother “ I heard someone here has a problem with 




Billy-Bill” I give no reply I just simply grip my empty Newcastle bottle and get 
ready for him to make a move,he has stuck his nose into something he has no 
business sticking his nose into and something his friend started. 

Grant says to him “it’s seems like you’re the one with the problem. 7 
And the guy backs down,no violence erupted that night I felt sort of flattered 
me and Grant are only two guys and Billy had to bring in all these people. 

Weeks pass without any type of conflict what so ever then my friend Grant calls me 
up and says that the only two punk bands in Warr ssnburg Kosher and Dynamo are 
palying at Fitters the bar ^ ^£ ** ly first tried to pick a fight with me. 

A part of me wants my revenge and other part doesn’t want to put up with this. 

This show starts some time around 91 was at work until 11:00 pm so I shower up 
and head down to the bar. 

As soon as I walk in I get the feeling that something is up, whenever you’ve been in 
a lot of tense situations fights and things like that you start to develop a sixth 
sense about when it’s about to happen when it’s about to go off. 

I’ve just got the feeling that something is going on and about to happen just the 
looks I’m getting really nasty mean looks as I take seat by my friend Grant 
Less than even five minutes pass by and old billy-bill comes up to me and says that 
he just wants peace between us. He declared this and now he wants to end it well I 
won’t accept that I refuse to shake his hand. 

He then walks off and then goes back with all of his scumbag comrades. 

Latter on into the night Billy points over at me and Grant for some reason this 
pisses Grant off,he gets in his face and they start auguring with each other. 

Nothing happens.l figure that I was going to put an end to this that night or at lest 
try. 

I waited around till closing time outside of the bar as soon as old billy 
walks out of the bar I once again run towards him he tries to turn and run,I found 
this to be funny and a form of satisfaction in itself after all of his shit talk and him 
trying to form an armada to come and get me and see him turn and run like a bitch 
I deliver a hard right hand to the side of his head than grab him in headlock type of 
move throw him onto the sidewalk I then start to stomp on him. 

All of a sudden I hear somewhat shout “What the fuck!!!” yeah this Billy is hot shit 
among some mostly younger people in town you see he runs a recording studio or 
atlest used to,so a crowd of people that like him charge at me in order to break up 
the fight it looks like it’s about 8 or 9 or 10 people what you would call a crowd,they 
push me onto the concrete on the way down I fell into someone once I hit the 




ground I see that it was the older black man who had came up to us in at Cocktails 
a couple of weeks prior !*<?< v over 200 pounds once my body feel into him it 
knocked him outl found out he is a crackhead and his name is Bobby. 

Well as I get up off the ground I see the cops are there it’s time for me to leave,I’m 
not going to go to Jail over something like this.So I sprint out of there as fast as I 
can. 

In the following weeks after the fight I have a number of people yelling stupid shit 
from me their cars like “hitler is dead!!!” and the even more intelligent luck you” 

I would either flip them off or sort of walk on and laugh ,if they had so much of a 

problem with me they felt the need to yell threats and stupid shit from theircars 
and trucks but didn’t have the balls to get out and fight me I think that sums it all up 
right there. 


Six months have passed since the original fight between myself and billy-beale or 
whatever his name is.l just assumed the conflict was over that he didn’t want 
anymore.lt’s not really something I cared that much about anyway my life was 
taking a new direction and things were starting to look up for me. 

I had gotten my GEDI was still working at the same place I had spoken and been in 
contact with an army recruiter and things looked hopeful about starting a career 
in the military which had became my main reason to stay out of trouble. 

So once again this time in early December my pay day and my day off have fallen 
on the same day so I stroll down to the same bar. 

Once again there are very few people inside and who do I see sitting at the bar well 
it’s old billy. This time his tune /Si much different he doesn’t want to try and start 
any shit or fight with me he wants to end this, he wants to in his wortTmake his 
peace”. 

He looks over at me and asks at one point “can we ever be friends” enough time 
has passed that to me this whole conflict is just water under the bridge l ■. \ 
he’s not the type of person I would ever even think of hanging out with or 
befriending but I shake his hand and tell him that everything is cool and on the 
level. I have no desire to change him in my eyes he is just a stupid old drunk and as 
long as he dosen’t start anything which I know he won’t we don’t have a problem. 

He leaves the bar stool and goes about his way talking to some other people 
seated at a table.lVe been in the bar about a total of thirty minutes and who else 





walks in crackhead Bobby. 

The older black man who had stuck his nose into all of this and had gotten 
knocked on his ass for it back in July. 

He approaches me and says “Hey Mitch,what’s up” I figure he like Billy wants to 
smooth things out and make his peace. He then starts talking about what 
happened the summer “you gave me a concussion boy” I then tell him when that 
broke out last summer I wasn’t even trying to go for him and I didn’t even punch 
him that my body landed on his.Next thing you know after I said that whack he hits 
me in the head with a pool cue. What he was thinking I dont have a clue this is the 
fifth time I’ve been busted open and all it did was piss me off. 

It didn’t knock me out I dont even think it knocked my head back. 

I feel the impact that breaks the skin and the blood starts to trickle down and I 
become enraged at that moment Bruce Banner becomes the Incredible Hulk. 

I then start shouting at him I don’t remember all of what I said because I was so 
fuming with rage.The only bartender on shift is a small blond woman and she tells 
us to take it outside as I pick up a barstool.By then bobby looks a little scared 
seeing my reaction and instead of trying to continue his attack he is backing up 
for the door. You see after being banned from a club in Kansas City for fighting 
I’ve learned a little something about fighting smartjf it all possible when the fight 
erupts to get it outside.There is a chance you’ll face more charges if you keep it 
inside and might be broken up quicker inside and you’ll defiantly be on bad terms 
with the owners of whatever establishment you are in. 

So as soon as his foot is out the door I pounce on this dumb crackhead 
I’m still in such a rage I felt only a few times before in my life I can’t recall all the 
details once I got him out side ,got him on the ground it boils off the sidewalk and 
onto the street I’m unwilling to let go of him as his scumbag buddy billy is trying to 
pry me off him from behind screaming for me to let go,after some other people 
break it up and the police show up we are separated. At the time Bobby is not able 
to stand up he is helped to the curb by some other people complaining about how 
badly his leg hurts.The cops are trying to talk to me about what happened as you 
can figure I’m still beyond angry I notice an ambulance is also called to the scene 
and Bobby is put onto a stretcher I’m so pissed that I start to walk towards him 
because I’m getting ready to drag him off the stretcher and start in on him again. 
The cops see this as I am trying to pass by them they then pull me aside and cuff 
me. They threaten to book me on charges of public affray if I do not calm down. 

I’m then put into the back of the police car and I figure that I am on my way to 




spend the night in jail.Bili was also cuffed and Bobby was put into the ambulance. 
I’m taken to the police station put into a cell,I can hear Billy out side screaming his 
damn head off while the cops plead with him to settle down. 

He is taken away and I’m let out of the cell I think one of the cops even said sorry 
about the whole matter they just wanted to keep us separate. 

By now I am able to calm down and am I able to tell the police what happened and 
fill out a statement about what happened.l’m taken to the hospital by the police no 
stitches just stirir strips to hold the wound shuLI was then taken home. 

It was another night I went out for a drink and woundup in a fight another night of 
violence, another night of someone trying to start shit with me and you want to 
know the truth I’ve grown used to it 

I don’t haveto to tell you that it’s a violent society and a violent world it’s a lot more 
aggressive on the streets today than it was 10 or 20 years ago maybe in a small 
town like Warrensburg people don’t feel it or notice it but in a big city you might 
notice. 

But for the skinhead the potential for violence lies almost everywhere he goes. 
The media image of the skinhead that we are nothing more than a bunch of 
redneck “neo-nazis” who hide behind walls and in the bushes waiting for the first 
long hair or the first queer or interracial couple to walk by is for the most part a 
false image, movies like American History X and Higher learning have about as 
much to do with reality and the actual skinhead way of life as a Disney cartoon. 

In the real world we are the ones who have people wanting to fight us, in the real 
world we are the ones who are being harassed on the street 
The skinhead is a target but he refuses to he the victim or played for the fool. 
Skinhead itself is an aggro and sometimes violent culture it’s been like that since 
it’s birth why should we change it or succumb to Pcisms. 

Now don’t get me wrong I don’t advocate beating up or smacking someone across 
the face just for the fuck of it most skinheads carry a strong sense of pride and 
honor with them and that’s part of iL The pacifist point of view is something I’ve 
never been able to really grasp.lVe said it before in a video interview before the 
#1 cause of skinhead violence isn’t “racial hatred’’ or a “macho dickhead attitude” 
it’s people who think they have the right to fuck with us. 

This way of life is about a lot more than drinking Guinness and showing off your 
Dropkick Murphys shirt if you aren’t able to deal with that you should have never 
laced up a pair of Martens

Forming in October ’90, this four piece Oi! 
outfit out of Chapel Hill, NC has overcame 
many struggles to get to where they’re at 
now. Coming from the south, before anyone 
heard them, they were labeled possible 
racists. As with most bands, it takes time 
to develop their own style of music. Once 
PATRIOT crossed the line of being a typical 
Oi! band to being a talented, powerful and 
original bunch of musicians, the struggles 
that lied ahead were fora basically unheard 
of band were unspeakable. No record label, 
no following, no gigs beside local, no 
connections, all they had was their music 
and had no idea what to do with it. As time 
went on they were signed to Sonic 
Aggression Records in Boston and played 
a gig in front of 300 Skins with the 
BRUISERS. The crowd went crazy for this 
new band and the word went out. The EP 
was released as their debut titled “Crime 
of the Times.” PATRIOT made major 
financial sacrifices to play out of town gigs 
for next to no money, just to get their name 
out. If has all paid off as they are regarded 
by many as Americas most talented Oi! 
band. They are releasing the 1st of two full 
lengths in November and with over 50 songs 
under their belts and 12 on the CD, their 
music will be sought after by all. 


When did the band form? 

PATRIOT formed in October of 1990. 

List members and instruments played. 

Eddie Oakes - vocals, Gordon “Sharkey” King - 
guitar, Brian “Crazy Horse” Lawton - bass, and 
Chip Harris - drums. 

What happened to the original bassist John? 
John went away to school. We think his bird 
had a lot to do with his decision! He had no 
longevity, no commitment. I guess lips and hips 
was all he needed. 

What happened with Sonic Aggression and your 
CD? 

Piss on Sonic Aggression! Talk about the great 
ripoff! We decided to work with S.A. Records 
believing it would go well for both them and us; 
well we got a 7" release out of it but we never 
saw any of the royalties we were promised. As 
we know it, they cleaned up on our material 
though. If you get the chance to buy our first 7" 
release “Crime of the Times” or any PATRIOT 
merchandise from S.A. Records or Primitive or 
whatever there called, don’t. Save your cash 
and steal it from ’em! 

How's the scene in Chapel Hill? 

Thl ng? h ere in our hometown are pretty good. 
There’s no club scene to speak of. Good 
Skinhead scene even if there needs to be more 
shows. Chapel Hill is dominated by grundgy 
college music but we’re trying to change that. 

























Some say Gordon is the best guitarist in the U.S. 
for Oi! How long has he been playing and what 
are his influences? 

Gordon humbly insists that you go to far with 
your generous flattery, and he maintains his 
playing is a labor of love. Gordon has been 
playing for almost 15 years and he says he plays 
and is inspired by music he thinks is good. The 
list is pretty long. He pretty much likes anything 
with a good beat and melody. 

Especially in Europe, some say cause ones 
Patriotic it means their fascist! What do you say 
to them (I know what I say!) Toss off! 

We think its important, first of all to understand 
that Patriotism in America is often times very 
different than European Patriotism and or 
nationalism. To be Patriotic in America, as far 
as we’re concerned, isn’t racist or fascist. 
Especially when you consider we base our beliefs 
and our name on the ideals our constitution was 
founded upon that all people are created equal. 
We’re a proud American band, but we are also a 
Non Racist, Non Fascist band. American 
heritage is multi-National and therefor Patriotism 
in America isn’t about racial identity or racial 
heritage. 

Eor a while there things didn 7 look good for 
PA'I RIOT as far as getting the name out. What 
happened to make the explosive turn around? 

I think we were very fortunate to have a lot of 
support and backing from friends and family. 
Everyone we’ve met has been great and very 
supportive (Cheers to the New York Skins and 
all the great bands in N.J. and N.Y.) (Cheers to 
the Atlanta Skins and bands also). I think our 
music speaks for itself and if people like it, great. 
Maybe we just needed more exposure. (Extra 
special Cheers to UF Bohdan for everything). 

What's your opinion on Socialists and Reds in the 
U.S. Skinhead movement? 

Talk about an oxy-moron! Socialist/Commies 
Skinheads is a contradiction in terms. At least 
in America. I can’t speak for Skinheads in 
communist or socialist countries, but in America 
I think its directionless and or pointless.

You self released “Hooligan Holiday.” How’s it 
doing and any future appearances on compilations 
upcoming? 

For a self released EP with little or no advertising, 
we’ve managed to sell 3/4 of the original 500 
pressed. Response has been favorable. We still 
have “Hooligan Holiday” 7" EP’s available 
(address at end of interview). Look for us on 
U.S. of Oi! Vol. 2 out on G.M.M. Records and 
we’re also being featured on Step-1 compilation: 
“Oi! It’s A World Invasion. 

How long has C.H.B.C. been around? 

C. H.B.C. started out as C.H.B.B. (Chapel Hill 
Boot Boys) in mid 1980’s. It later evolved into 
Chapel Hill Boot Crew. (Circa 1989) 

What was the best show you’ve played and worst? 
Oi! The Gathering was one of our better shows 
performance wise. Other shows include the Red 
Alert show and playing Atlanta with Jack The 
Lad. Some of our worst shows were Washington 

D. C. at Sanctuary Theater with Skinnerbox due 
to 1) People leaving because they thought Oi! 
music was racist (bollocks) and 2) Some bullshit 
pretentious attitude that Ska was the only 
Skinhead music. Also MDC was playing right 
down the street and also we didn’t play very well. 













What do you think of the uprising American 
movement? 

It’s about time! I would like to see things here as 
good as they were in ’69 England. Now more 
than ever we (the American youth) need a 
prominent voice and or movement based on 
proud, honorable working class ethics and 
sensibilities, not decadent excessive, self 
indulgent, careless, hairy peace shit that’s 
politically and socially near sighted and unsound. 

You use the iron cross in your American Crew 
logo! What does the iron cross mean to you as 
others so easily label it racist? 

The iron or Maltese cross symbolizes strength 
and honor as well as loyalty to your country. Its 
been around far far longer than national socialism 
and its a symbol of American Skinheads 
regardless of politics. 


Many morons labeled you OUcore just because 
some of your songs were powerful. What's your 
opinion ? 

Its true some of our earlier material had a harder 
influence, however our goal is to write music that 
encompasses both traditional and newer style 
Oi! music. At the same time, we try to write music 
that pushes the boundaries of a label or 
stereotype as not to run over the same ole’ 
ground. 

What’s going on with your CD on G.M.M. 
Records? 

We’re beginning work on “Cadence From The 
Street” our debut full length CD in mid July. 
We’ve suffered various minor setbacks but hope 
to have it finished and available in September. 

Any upcoming bands from your area? 

There’s a couple of great new bands around here. 
Hardcore monsters Hate Campaign and Ska- 
sters The Jumpstarts!

Combat Ready: Hates You CD 

Ok this might be a little dated seeing as that it came at the tail end of 200 
but I’m going to f throw a review of this in anyway for the simple fact it is one of 
the best skinhead bands I’ve heard in years. 

As you might or might not know this bands features left the former lead singer of 
Stormwatch on lead vocals,that’s what initially lead me to purchase this. 

For those of you who don’t know Stormwatch was one of the most controversial 
American Oi bands of the 1990s and this takes off right were Stormwatch left off at 
In a way this is musicajM somewhat lyrically light years ahead of what 
Stormwatch was doing. One thing I noticed when I first put this on is how strong of 
a guitar sound they had well with two guitarist and one of them is Chris from the 
defunct / Bomb Suuadron. ' • would be a good reason. 

The music is tough mixture of Oi,StreetRock and RAC and little bit of hardcore 
influence on a couple of songs. Well put together and well produced and hits 
harder than a sledgehammer to the face. 

The lyrics of a lot of songs have a lot of substance the first three tracks “what’t I’ve 
become’’ “Lone Solider” and “I lost my dreams’’ when listening to the lyrics it’s like 
some one took my thoughts and experiences and put them to song very angry 
songs that is. They were betrayed’’ is the most sincere song I’ve heard in honor of 
fallen American veterans since the Anti-Heros “National Debt”. And of course 
they’ve got the songs that will and have pissed of all the PC queers out there like 
“Asskisser” and “Half Minute Hero” and of course a band with the former lead 
singer of Stormwatch is going to have a song about violence and that’s what 
“throught the chaos” is good fo* . 

I’ve gone on long enough like I Said one of the best skinhead bands going today.

This comp’s cover is an illustration of a Samurai standing next to World War 2 era 
Japanese fighter pilot standing next to a Japanese skinhead.These are all 
nationalist bands so all of the songs except for one are in Japanese. A lot of friends 
I had when I would play Japanese or French bands they would always re-mark 







about how the music was good they just couldnt get into it because the lyrics 
weren’t in English,for me the music is always what’s been important The Japanese 
bands are known for an extremely almost unbelievably hard sound it is somewhat

The Templar’s track is called 'Better Days” they go back to basics with the whole 
ACRE studio production style of this track it’s a mid-tempo catchy song and anyone 
who’s ever worked hard towards a goal can relate to the lyrics. 

Next up is Counterattack from Washington DC they are some what of a new band 
and don’t have much out and this is the first time I’ve ever heard anything by them. 
Very strong and unique sound,with the guitar playing seems to be influenced by 
the Templars and French Oi a somewhat melodic sound as far as the guitars go.

V/JLTrue Brit the Complete Hammer Records Single Collection CD 
This is exactly what the title would suggest a collection of ten years of 7"s from 
Hammer Records collected on CD. And oh just for any naive nimrods out there 
Hammer Records had nothing to with the Hammerskins. 

Hammer Records was a British Oi label putting out some7”s and full lengths 
from 1990 to 2000.0ne thing I thought was always ironic was that the country that 
gave birth to the Oi scene England as time went on sort of lost steam and the 
scene started to die off,f think about when was the last time you heard an 
awesome British Oi band that’s wasn’t either an old 80's record or a reunion type of 
thing. 

Hammer was putting out more recent English Oi bands of the time. 

One band on here who steal the show with a total of four tracks are the Straw Dogs 
with a raw and rowdy sound. Boisterous and Crashed Out also get my seal of 
approval. Super Yob have a decidedly more melodic sound and very insightful 
lyrics. There are some of the older bands on here too. Section 5 provide two 
tracks.The first “hammer in the nails” with all of the shitty metal type leads it 
sounds more like Judas Priest or some bullshit like that Their second track “Good 
Old Days” is a lot better one of the best on the CD a hard hitting track with an
